LAFAYETTE, La. (AP) — A 


drive to help Mexico's Tarahu- 
mara Indians was stymied to- 
day by the Mexican govern- 
ment's refusal to let Lafayette's 
'gift of love" go south of tha 
jorder. 


The gift consisted of 10 freight 


cars loaded with food, medicine, 
clothing and farming tools. Vol- 
unteers packed the cars with 
donations after a Roman Catho- 
lic priest said the Tarahumaras 
are starving. 


In 
Mexico 
City 
Thursday 


night the treasury ministry said 
lhat allowing Lafayelte to help 
the Tarahumaras would indi- 
cate that the government was 
unable to care for its own cit- 
izens. 


The "mercy mission" to the 


Tarahumaras, who live in prim- 
itive conditions, received anoth- 
er blow Wednesday night when 
a plane crashed 235 miles south 
of El Paso, Tex., killing a priest 
and a nun. 


They were Father Ernesto 


Uranga of Chihuahua City, Mex- 
ico, and Sister Lourdes Ram- 
irez, formerly of El Paso. They 
were carrying medical supplies 
and food to the Indians. 


Gordon Blake, an engineer 


who directed the drive for dona- 
tions, said the Mexican reaction 
to the Lafayelte effort came as 
a shock.

"The train is rolling, we are 


not stopping the train," he said. 
"We know nothing of the politics 
of this thing. We know only thai 
the help is needed." 


The load of supplies for the 


Tarahumaras was gathered in

Father Verplancken said the 


death toll among the Tarahu 
maras due to starvation hai 
reached 200 a day. The tribe is 
located in Chihuahua State, ad 
joining Texas. 


The governor of Chihuahua

Praxedes Ciner Duran 


denied the priest's statemen 
regarding hundreds of starva 
tion deaths. 


"The report is criminal," he 


said. "To my knowledge, not a 
single Indian has died of starva 
tion. As to reporls that the corn 
crop has failed and is causing 
famine, we have the best corn 
crop in the history of Chihu 
ahua."

'Thank You, John, But Please No,' Says Byrns

A brainstorm

Prosecutor John Hammond be- 
came a dead issue Thursday 
when Ally. Chester Bryns de- 
clined appointment as an assist- 
ant prosecutor. 


Byrnes, a candidate for tht; 


circuit judge post, is without 
opposition and has been prepar- 
ing for the job by familiarizing 
himself with all agencies that 
serve the court. 


A letter appointing Bryns an 


assistant prosecutor 
appeared 


yesterday in the county clerk's 1 declined the offer and the letter 
office. All that remained was 
the oath of office and Byrns 
would have had a new job. 


The letter designated a term 


lasting until not later than nonn 
Dee. 31, one day before Byrns 
is expected to take office as 
circuit judge, but also said 
Byrns could terminate his em- 
ployment at any time. Byrns, 
who said he was taken com- 
pletely by surprise when in- 
formed 
of 
the 
appointment, 


has been withdrawn. 


Prosecutor John Hammond, 


who wrote the letter, said it 
was born of a misunderstanding 
between him and Byrns. Byrns 
had indicated he intended to 
spend about a week observing 
office 
procedures, Hammond 


said, and the appointment was 
simply to make his observer's 
status more official. 


Byrns 
certainly would 
not 


hava been asked to participate 


n any court action, Hammond | 
said. There are currently no 
vacancies in the prosecutor's 
office, 
he added, 
and Byrns 


would have been paid only on a 
$1 a year basis. 


The issue died when Byrns 


declined to accept 
the post 


under any circumstances. He 
indicated troubles might arise if 
a case that started while he was 
assistant prosecutor appeared 
before him after he assumed 
the bench, 


In a statement regarding the 


appointment Byrns said: 


'To better prepare for the 


post of circuit judge I am now 
familiarizing myself with ac- 
tivities of all agencies serving 
the court. I had 
asked 
to 


observe the prosecutor.'s office 
operation and Mr. Hammond, 
apparently seeking to be help- 
ful, 
but without my request, 


knowledge or consent, asked the 
circuit judges to appoint mo an 
assistant prosecutor. 


"When I learned this I im- 


mediately informed Mr. Ham- 
mond and the judges that such 
appointment was not requested, 
necessary or appropriate and it 
has been 
withdrawn without 


ever becoming effective."

Diplomatic Front 


LBJ caught the Washington gossip specialists with their 


flaps open Wednesday in a surprise announcement affecting 
the State Department. 
Atty. Gen. Nicholas Katzenbach leaves the field of Inw 


enforcement to become Undersecretary of State. He replaces 
George Ball who had previously submitted his resignation 
because of a desire to return to his private law office. 


Eugene V. Rostow, a Yale university law professor, fills in 


another Undersecretary post in the State Department and 
^y D. Kohler, a career diplomat, yields his position as 
ambassador to Russia to become Deputy Undersecretary. 


Previously Johnson had persiinded Arthur Goldberg to 


give up lifetime tenure as a Supreme Court justice to serve 
as the American ambassador to the UN and he moved John 
A. Gronmiski from the Post Office Department to the 
ambassador's office in Poland. 


Gronouski's shift 
so outraged the Polish American 


community that LBJ felt compelled to bring its leaders to 
Washington to explain the move not a demotion, but a 
planned maneuver to stick a U.S. wedge between Poland and 
her Comintern affiliations. 


Katzenbach who was the chief deputy Attorney General 


under Bobby Kennedy loses $5,000 in his pay envelope 
because of his occupational change and Kohler, a JFK 
appointee, yields a considerable freedom of movement in his 
return to Washington. 


On the face of it, those two switches might appear to he 


demotions. 


A different version, one that appeals to us, is that LBJ 


seeks to beef up the American diplomatic effort, from within 
and without the State Department structure. 


Kennedy on more than one occasion expressed a wish to 


pep up tlia Department, but never lived long to beat down 
the bureaucratic barriers to change. 


In fact, he spent a considerable portion of his 1,000 days 


in office mending one boner which he unintentionally thrust 
upon the Department. He handed Chester Bowles as 
Undersecretary to Dean Rusk. This was a pay-off for 
Bowies' work in the campaign and similar to the lesser bone 
tossed to Soapy Williams. 


The Undersecretary's job Is to be the housekeeper in the 


Department. It is his function to keep the machinery oiled so 
the Secretary has unlimited time to formulate policy and try 
to outguess our foreign adversaries. 


Chester did not understand the system and to the dismay 


of Rusk and the irritation of Kennedy began making 
speeches, issuing policy statements and in general behaving 
as if he were the official voice of American diplomacy. 


Kennedy finally eased him out of the picture and found 


better results with Ball. 


Katzenbach is a Kennedy appointee who finds it easy to 


get along with the flamboyant LBJ. He is regarded as 
combining a 
rare blend of intelligence and q u i e t 


determination. These are qualities admirably suited to the 
purpose of propping up Rusk who gives signs of tiring in his 
job and who has been talking lately in terms which could be 
interpreted as a desire to seek a less hectic way of earning a 
livlihood. 


Kohler's departure from Moscow frees Johnson's hand to 


place one of his own people in a critical spot. It is critical in 
the sense that the ideological feuding between Russia and 
Red China gives rise to the hope that some kind of Russian - 
American understanding may yet be brought about. 


This is a pattern which FDR established for the American 


diplomatic effort. Roosevelt substituted the personal touch 
for the traditional one under which a President expressed 
himself on foreign affairs only through his Secretary of 
State and the channels of the ambassadorships around the 
world. 


Hia successors have continued this system of the No. 1 


citizen doing the major wheeling and dealing and leaving the 
State Department to pick up the shavinga later on. 


Kennedy sought a return to tradition. This was the reason 


for installing Rusk who had been miles removed all of his 
life from political affairs but who was properly rated as 
gifted in statecraft. JFK learned to his chagrin that even n 
man as good as Rusk could not budge the Department's 
ingrained ways of doing things (sleeping over them in 
reality), and he was forced eventually to take on most of the 
big assignments by himself. 


LBJ has watched this method from the day he was first 


elected to the House in the 1932 landslide. All he is doing is 
putting his own men into the field. The mix differs, but the 
flavor is unchanged.

Manhattan's bridges and tunnels to commuter cars from 
7:30 to 10 a.m. to force the use of public transportation 
instead of private automobiles. 


This recalls the recommendation of the Department' of 
1 Commerce a few years ago, that municipalities levy tolls on 
incoming motor-vehicle traffic. The toll revenues, along with 
higher parking fees, were to be used to subsidize rapid- 
transit facilities.

for a morning rush-hour ban on Manhattan's approaches. 
There are legal as well as practical obstacles.; 


The automobile has done much for, as well as to, cities. 


Contrived restrictions on its access to central business 
districts could be self-defeating. Uncomfortable congestion 
could be replaced by unprofitable stagnation. 


Many drive to work because they have no alternative. It 


must be assumed that the others, those who refuse to use 
available trains and buses, must also have good reasons, else 
why would they undergo the daily ordeal of driving? 


Undoubtedly, an excess of automobiles on their streets is 


part of what's wrong with cities, but total exclusion is not a 
feasible solution.

ETHICS CONSIDERED 


The ethics of its use has been 


carefully considered by many 
physicians in major hospitals 
all over the world. Again and 
again, it has been shown that 
placebos can be remarkably 
effective in relieving ymptoms 
in many patients, even though 
there is no intrinsic drug value 
to the pill itself. 
At first glance, this seems to 


violate the confidence that the 
patient places in the doctor. In 
reality, it is an important well- 


. proven, and ethical technique in 


the hands of physicians. This 
must not be confused, however, 
with the "sugar pill fraudu- 
lenee" of organized quackery in 
which worthless pills are sold to 
the public at high cost because 
of thett "magical" properties. 
PATIENTS DIFFER 
There cannot be i'Ay single 


statement about a placebo that

1. Perhaps the most natural 


thing to do would be to lead 
three rounds of,clubs, discard- 
ing a spade, a'nd then three 
rounds of diamonds, discarding 
the king of spades. This line of 
play would make the contract 
provided North had as many as 
three clubs and two diamonds. 


However, this would not be 


the proper way to play the 
hand. The fact is that the hand 
cannot be made unless North 
had at least two diamonds, and 
diamonds should therefore be 
led first to see how you stand. 
To lead clubs firrst can never be 


You then cash the queen of 


diamonds, discarding a spade, 
and rull a diamond, establishing 
the 7-5 as tricks. Next you play 
the queen of clubs to the king 
and lead the seven of diamonds, 
discarding the king of spades. 
This series of plays allows you 
to make the contract. If you 
play clubs first, you go down. 


2. If you take a heart finesse 


and it loses, you are certain to 
go down because you must lose 
at least four spade tricks in 
addition. The same fate awaits 
you if you try the diamond 
finesse and it loses. 


There is no sure way of 
making the contract, but cash- 
ing the K-A of diamonds in the 
hope of dropping the queen is 
clearly the right line of play. If 
the queen does not appear, you 
then try the heart finesse. 


In about one-third of all deals, 


one opponent or the other will 
be dealt the singleton or double- 
ton queen of diamonds. If you 
lead your high diamonds first, 
keeping the heart finesse in 
reserve, you make the contract 
about two-thirds of the time, 
whereas relying exclusively on 
a finesse wins only about half 
the time.

Michigan State University edu- 
cator said Thursday. 


"If we Ihink we're right, we'd 


better be able to prove it," said 
Dr. Edward B . Blackman, as- 
sistant dean of residence in- 
struction. 


The students, he said, 
"are 


disillusioned about the war in 
Viet Nam and about the plight 


of Negroes. 


I don't care what the opinion 


polls 
say, the students 
are 


against the war in Viet Nam," 
said Blackman. "This is an echo 
of what I've been told many 
times in the last two years by 
the students themselves."
